STAMP MAGHINE 
PROVES POPULAR 





About six weeks ago the Cam- 
bridgeport Savings Bank installed a 
banking machine in Mr. Wood’s of- 
fice for the use of the Rindge stu- 
dents. This machine is one of the 
forty now in operation in all the pub- 
lic schools of Cambridge to promote 
savings among the pupils. 

This Thrift Banking Machine has 
four slots in which deposits are made 
and thrift stamps are received in re- 
in denominations of one, four, 
and twenty-five cents. These 
stamps are to be pasted in a folder 
provided by Mr. Wood’s office and 
when $1.00 worth or more has been 
accumulated, the depositor writes his 
name on the folder, brings it to the 
Bank or hands it to Mr. Wood, who 
opens a regular Savings Account for 
him. Then he again accumu'’ates 
stamps by successive purchases from 
the machine to be further added to 
his account. 

It is hoped that during the year the 
fellows at Rindge will give this Sav- 
ings System a fair test! The Cam- 
bridgeport Savings Bank is endeavor- 
ing to have EVERY student open a 
regular account, if only for one dol- 
lar. The further hope is that the 
boys will continue to add to their ac- 
counts from time to time,—but a 
start is the essential thing just now. 

Talking to one of the officials of 
the Bank, we were told by him that 
from a survey he had made, about 
$125,000 in small change annually 
slips through the fingers of the 20,- 
000 Cambridge school students; and 
the Bank figures that about half of 
this should be saved this school year.

WARD BAKING CO. 





When the Ward Baking Co. opened 
its doors to the public. several hun- 
dred thousand took advantage of the 
offer. Only those physically fit to 


enter a battle royal dared attempt 
this visit and of these only the clev- 
erest and most skillful emerged with 
pens, vanity cases, and six or more 
loaves of fine bread for the family. 

Miss Cunningham therefore post- 
poned the club trip until recently 
when arrangements were made. and 
a forman secured to guide the party. 
Over several flights of stairs went 
the group to the first mixing-room 
at the top of the building. Here the 
flour, sugar, milk and yeast were 
weighed and automatically mixed for 
some ten minutes after which the 
mixture was dropped through a chute 
to the floor below to be remixed with 
shortening, etc., and allowed to stand 
five hours. 

On the next floor below the dough, 
after standing, was fed through a 
machine which automatically cut it 
into regular squares and for accur- 
acy every tenth piece was weighd on 
seales connected with the cutter. 
The dough was sent by a canvas 
strip to the chute to floor beneath, 
where it was molded into form for 
rye loaves, biscuits, etc. 

A visit through the oven rooms re- 
vealed the fact that all bread is cook- 
ed in pans except rye and Vienna 
which bake on the floor of the oven. 
Loaves were removed cooked from 
some ovens and sent into the next 
room to be wrapped and sealed. 
Here appetites became noticeable 
and the upper browned crusts of sev- 
eral “seconds” soon disappeared in- 
to twelve different digestive systems. 
The sterilizing and pan-washing 
‘rooms were visited next and then the 
eake room where the boys would 
have eaten again had it been pos- 
sible. Lastly came the inspection of 
the shipping room. We learned that 
the daily output is some three hun- 
dred and fifty thousand loaves—six 
hundred and fifty thousand on Satur- 
days—and ‘that there are 750 em- 
ployees and 257 trucks.

FIRE DRILLS 


AT RINDGE 





It may beof interest to parents of | 
Rindge boys to know of the: measures | 


taken to safeguard the lives of their sons. 


As required by law, every school has at | 


least one fire drill a month. 

At this school the Science and Shop 
buildings can be emptied in less than one 
minute. To empty the Washington build- 
ing takes from 1} to 14 minutes. The 
signal for a fire is four rings repeated twice 
on the regular filing bells. In case of 
accident to these, the school telephone 
system may be utilized. — 


On every floor in all the buildings there | 
are gongs operated by a push button on the |

side. If there is a fire discovered in the 
building these gongs may be operated 


apart from the office control, thus saving 


valuable time. 

In every building there is at least one 
box of the American District Telegraph 
Company. When an alarm is turned in at 
one of these boxes,a signal flashes in their 
office and an automatic tape-machine reg- 
isters the number which is telephoned 
directly to Fire Headquarters at Inman 
Square and then relayed to the other sta- 
tions. The whole process takes less than 
one minute. Thus while the boys are fil- 
ing out, the fire engines are on the way.

TOTAL ECLIPSE OF SUN 
IS DUE TOMORROW 


Tomorrow there is due to appear one 
of the most interesting phenomena of 
Science. It is the Solar Eclipse—visible 
in certain sections of New England and 
_New York IF it is clear! 


_ Boston will not get the total eclipse this 
time. But we should plan to view as much 

of it as nature sees fit to grant us. The 
next total eclipse for this district is due 
after another century. 


It should occur about 9 A.M. The daily 
papers will probably give the exact time. 
Do not look directly at the sun—use a 
photographic plate or film which has been 
exposed and developed, one so dark that 

the sun is just visible when the plate is 
held close to the eyes. 

By 9 A. M. in the district of total eclipse, 
onlya narrow crescent of the sun will vis- 
ible. It is different in color too. And as 
the moon shuts out more of the sun’s light 
_ the landscape takes on a weird appearance. 

The sky is a deep slaty blue. Init hangs 

the disk of the moon, slaty blue like the 

sky, and around its "edge the wonderfu 
fringe of light called the corona or “crown 
of the sun”. 

On the inner part of the corona, one or 

more solar prominences* may appear as 
bright red wisps of light blown into all 
sorts of shapes by the wind. 

Totality seldom lasts more than two 
minutes. Just before its end, the inner 
corona brightens perceptibly and some- 
thing far brighter appears, shining with 
a white, steely light. It is the hot lower 
atmosphere of the sun. A second or two 
later the sun itself bursts forth. The great 
spectacle is over! 

* These “erupt” like earthly volcanoes 
or craters.

HUSSEY RUNS IN NEW YORK 


On January 6, Frank Hussey once 
more showed his speed when he ran 
the 50-metre dash in New York at 
Madison Square Garden.

Therefore it would be well for every athlete to resolve 
right now to conduct himself as a good sport, a clean player, 
and a courteous student at all times.

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Before the Cambridge Filter Plant was 
installed at Fresh Pond, the water for the 


city was treated with chlorine at the 
Pumping Station. However, the water 
contained myriads of very tiny plants or 
algae. They lived and died and then their 
bodies gave off an oil which caused the 
color and odor in the water. It was the 
purpose of the filter plant to remove color, 
odor, turbidity, and bacteria. 


The water for the city is brought by 
gravity from Hobbs Pond in Lincoln and 
from Stony Brook reservoirs. The water 
first enters the sedimentation basin where 
it is treated with a solution of alum in 
the proportion of 200 lbs. of alum to 
1,000,000 gals. of water. This alum causes 
the natural alkalinity of the water to form 
a jelly-like precipitate of aluminum hy- 
droxide, which upon settling brings with 
it all suspended matter. This jelly-like 
mass cannot pass through the filters. 


After settling in the sedimentation basin 
from two to four hours, the water flows 
to the filters. These are large concrete 
tanks, twenty by twenty-four feet. They 
contain 27 inches of fine Wilbrahm sand 
above 9 inches of gravel, the whole rest- 





ing on a lot of cement balls which make | 


the filter operate smoothly. On passing 
through the filters the precipate is left 
behind. A filter can only operate efficiently 


from six to fifteen hours, and then it has - 


to be washed. The washing is done by 


sending water through the filter in the | 


opposite direction and at high velocity. 
This process causes friction in the sand 
and the filter is thoroughly cleaned. The 
Wash water comes from a large steel tank 
holding 175,000 gallons of filtered water. 
As soon asa filter is washed, an automatic 


pump is started and the tank is filled again. / 


From the filters the water flows to the 
aerator; there it is exposed to an excess of 
air, loses some of its carbon dioxide, and 





absorbs some air.

It goes over baffle 
plates, which are iron plates set in a criss- 
cross fashion. From the aerator the 
water flows to the chlorinator, where it

the clear water-basin whose capcity is 
4,000,000 gallons. As it enters the clear 
basin it is treated with a very dilute solu- 
tion of sodium carbonate to absorb the re- 
maining carbon dioxide and thus prevent

There were fifty-eight who didn’t want 
any of the three suggested schemes and 
whose suggestions are incorporated below. 


SOME GOOD IDEAS 


The suggestions for meeting conditions 
fell into three classes with similar and 
consistent ideas: 

Some wanted to begin school at 8:30, 
leave at 1:30, and have no time for lunch. 

There would be two locker periods, one 
after the second period and another after 
the fourth.

STRAW BALLOT TELLS 
STORY OF THE LACK OF 
ATTENDANCE AT GAMES 


The second straw ballot run by the Reg- 
ister shows that the lack of support to our 
athletic teams is due not to lack of school 
spirit but to the fact that many of the 
students are obliged to work after school 
hours and on Saturdays. 


The complete results of the ballots are 
as follows: 41 are not interested in sports, 
15 haven’t the money to spend for admis- 
sions, 139 are obliged to work, and 146 say 
that they do go to the athletic contests. 
The total number of ballots cast was 337 
which is nearly half the number of stu- 
dents enrolled in school. Every boy was to 
have received a ballot and so far as we 
know every boy did get one. Why more 
did not vote is a question we cannot an- 
swer. 

The results came out about as everyone 
expected. It is a very well known fact 
that in a great many cases our students 
are working after school hours. This ex- 
plains the small numbers that go to the dif- 
ferent games.

“ - Q@he History of the 1925 Glass of the Rindge Cechnical Schunl— - -_ 


HE fourteenth of September 1921, was the memorable day when the Class of ’25 held its first meeting in the assembly hall. 
Many things have happened since that day, and many things shall happen to the boys who had the good fortune to be present at this 
meeting; but no date or no incident can be so full cf meaning, hope, and worthy ambition as that day was. 

Were not the boys in this group to be the captains of the future Rindge teams, the presidents of the classes, and presidents of the 
clubs? It can be safely said that there was no boy in the whole class who was so spiritless as to wish not to make good at Rindge. 

The record of the class since it has been in school proves the truth of this statement. When the Honor Rc!l appeared for the first 
quarter of the year there were seven Freshmen names thereon. Not content with being on the first Honor Roll, four of these students con- 
tinued to win high marks and were on the Honor Roll for the entire year. These were Allan Stone, Charles Pyne, Edward Gray and John 
C. White. 

In the spring of 1922, the Class of ’25 organized the first Freshman baseball and track teams that were ever formed in the school. 
Both of these teams progressed rapidly and produced many boys who were developed into regular team men by the coaches. 

The Sophomore year of the class again showed the quality of men in the class by the large percentage who went out for athletics. 
Add to this the number of boys who qualified as Honor Students, and the interest that the members cf the class took in the clubs which 
were starting up that year. In the Junior year, we were first organized as a class. The fellows who were elected as leaders for that year 
were Clinton Gocdwin, President; William Greene, Vice-President; Victor Shaub, Secretary, and Charles Brewer, Treasurer. The class 
ran the Junior Prom as its first social activity and it was a success socially though not financially. 

The organizing of the Senior Class took place early in the fall of 1924 when officers were elected. Alan Stone was elected Presi- 
dent; Charles Hicks, Vice-President; Edward S. Gray, Secretary, and John Manning, Treasurer. . The class held the annual Senior Drama 
which was a tremendous success, both socially and financially. 

Through the four years the class has been in school, it has done its part in supporting athletics, clubs, socials, etc., and in trying to 
make Rindge a better school for better Rindge men.
